(a) Ail operating and abandoned workings. 

(b) All shafts, pits and trenches and other exploratory 
excavations. 

(c) All pegmatities outcropping or exposed in the explo- 
ratory excavations. 

The Plan should cover the entire leftse hold area and In 
aee the lease is for more than one block, there should be 
i separate plan for each block. The plan should be maintained 
in the same scale as mentioned in Rule 60 of the MetalUe- 

eriotts Mines Regulations. 1961, 
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2. Prepare underground geological plan, level-wise, on the 
same scale on which mine plans are maintained In accordance 
with the Metalloferious Mines Regulation, 1961, showing 
therein the following features : 

(a) The contact of the pegmatite and the wall rocks, 
wherever it has been exposed and the inferred con- 
tacts (by doled lines! in between such exposures: 

(b) The width and attitudes of the mica veins or zones 
within the pegmatite. If there are more than one 
vein of mica in any pegmatite, then different veins 
should be coloured separately. In case of thin mica 
veins, leas than 20 cms. In thickness, the same may 
be shown by a single line indicating the thickness 
alongside. 

3. Prepare longitudinal section of all underground working 
mines, on the same scale as (2) above, showing therein anv 
(,|l;sr developments with the outlines of all stoped out areas. 

4. Prepare transverse sections, every 30 metres along the 
strike which should show the following features falling on 
such section lines. 

(a) All drives, cross-cuts and winzes or raises. 

(b) The pegmatite and the contact with the wall rock 
showing dip of tho contact in the direction of the 
section. 

(c) All veins of mica with their attitude in the horizon 
of roof of drives and their inferred continuity from 
level to level. 

5. Maintain a plan in which quanitity of crude mica recovered 
in drives, cross-cuts, winzes and raises will be shown. In 
case of drives the quantity of crude mica recovered over 6 
metres length shall be recorded at every 6 metres on the 
plan. In case of pegmatities having dip exceeding 30 degrees 
die recovery from raises and winzes mnv be shown in tran- 
sverse sections. 

6. All the above plans and sections should be picpared and 
submitted within a period of six months from tho date of issue 
of these directives. There plans and sections should be 
brought up to date every three months. 

7. Copies of these plans and sections should bo submitted 
every year to tho Regional Controller of Mines, Indian Bureau 
of Mines, P-21. Mission Row Extension, Calcutta, and the 
Chief Mining Officer, Depth of Mines and Geology. Bihar, 
Patna before ldt March of each year or the copies of plans 
and sections already submitted as per these directives, may 
bo brought up to date every year at their own expense. 

8. All tho above plans and sections should be signed and 
dated by a person having the qualifications as stipulated in 
Rule 21 of the Mineral Conservation and Development Rules

9. Tho dimension of hov drive shall not exceel 2.5 metres 
in height.
